FKOM THE YUKON. 

A Nniiilii-r of Mlner8 Arrive From tlie Minei!- 
No .N'my Strikea aud Mttlu Kuiiouraeeineut 
.Vii liiillaii ilHii|;i<(I liy thi; MInura fur 
Kllllnij II Whltii Man-Two Men Drowned 
in Whiiu Horse Bsplds. 

•). A. Kraser, who has baeu mining on 
the Yukon for the past two years, arrived 
down oil the Idaho yestorday morning. 
To a r.-ipurter of Thb Colonist he staled 
lli'it he was one of twenty-six otliura who 
came uut from tho Yukon to .luiioau. 
Durin-.; Ihe 1 ivu years lie has been mining 
Ull i<'uii,y.,Milu Orcok, from thirty lu 
seventy miles from its moutli. Forty- 
Mile Oruuk has averaged from §12 lo Sl."> 
per day tu tho man, the highest cleared 
iiy any one man duriii({ the .suaaoii 
iieing $2,000. This wa« in 1887. 
Tho mines on Forby-Mile Greek are pretty 
well wurkeil out, except aonio low water 
diggiiios which are very limited. Very 
few Will rulurii to Forty-Milo Creek next 
year, for leaa has been taken out this 
year than previously. .Some of the minora 
liavo made nothing at all, while 
others have done fairly well. On tlamil- 
tuii bar, thirty miles from tho mouth, one 
claim took out by sluicing $1,200 in three 
days, a night and day shift being run. 
This is the boat output that has yul been 
made uii Forly IMile. Last year luckiiu,' 
« as I ho uiily motliud used. There were 
abuut uiie luiiiilred men on the creek dur- 
ing tho season, and fully that mniiLer 
uill winter there. Tliu largest iiuggot 
taken out so fur is that secured last year. 
It weighed $39. Three men died on 
b'orty Mile creek during the winter of 
I887-8 -Dick Walsh, Holtiies and Mc- 
.Maater; ono of the men died from scurvy. 

Ill tho Intter part uf ,)uiio an excitement 
bruke uut aliuut an alleged strike at Bea- 
ver Creek, 400 luiloa down tho rivor from 
I' ui t v Mile creek, 'i'his was canaeii by 
the fact that a proapoctor named O'Brien, 
w ho wintered near that point, and who 
had been prospecting on tho creek in 
J8d7, had again gone up that ati eatn. 
This fact becoming kniiwii caused a ruah 
tu Heaver Ureuk and a large nuin- 
lior from ji'orty Milo, and abuut 
sevuiity-livo new arrivals at it.s luuiith, 
proceeded down the Yukon to tliu now 
lield. Mr. Fruser idao went dmvn, but 
when live miles up Beaver Creuk luinois 
were met coming out who ata ed that 
there was gold, but not in paying quan- 
titie.-j. 

(Jn .Stewart riVor there has been very 
little iiiiiiing done, and a number who 
wore there loft and wont to the diggings 
ull Forty Mile Creek. If water could be 
introduced on the bars of Stewart river 
good pay would be aouured, but owing to 
the nature of the ground this could only 
be done by means of a Hteam puuij). 
Prospecting is slow and axponsivo work, 
and can only be carried on in the earlj' 
spring. Tho ground , is then frozen 
solid, and it is puaaible to sink and 
thaw out the gravel. 

About twenty miles Wow Nuclaket, 
an Indian village onthe Yukon, about 
(iOO iiiilea from Forty-Mile Creek, 
a atreaiu called Toueiiah untera the 
Yukon. Four men wtsnt in there 
tliia Mjiriiig, having wintered at Nuclakot. 
.All Indian waa .sent tu tho village al Nu- 
clakot for ])ri)viaioiis, slating that two 
were working making wages and the other 
two wore pros|>eotiMg. The store at Nu- 
claket had been cloaed, but the Indian ae- 
cured gouda from one uf tho steamers. 

All Indian shot a white prospector at 
Claykook, below Nuclftket, and a number 
of miners who were on their way to .St. 
Michaels hold a meeting and decided to 
punish tho murderor. The Indians gave 
hi 111 up and the miners hanged him to a 
tree. Before being hanged he was asked 
why he killed the man, and replied that 
ho felt like doing it and carried out his de- 
sire. He did not want to die juat yet, aa 
be wua young, and would prefer being a 
slave all Ilia life. The miners did not want 
him and hanged hiin. 

The passage out from the mouth of 
Forty-Mile Creek to Chilcat was made in 
thirty-one days, which is quick time. 
There was no snow un the mountains, but 
the party could see that it snowed after 
they had come out from the paaa. 

About sixty or auvoiity of the uiinora 
went down the river to St. Michuuls, hop- 
ing tu get passage on the Bear or auiiie 
other vessel for San Francisco. They had 
little money with them, as the party was 
principally composed of the new-comers, 
who werj disappointed at Beaver Creek. 

Thoro is plenty of provisione at tho 
stores at tho mouth uf Forty-Mile Creek, 
enough to fiirniah a two years' supply. 
Lust winter provisions wore very scarce, 
and coimidorable discomfort resulted. In 
the spring of the year thoro was a good 
supply of game, ohiutly furnished by the 
I iidiaus. Several small steamers now ply 
I in the river from St. Michaels 
and food is therefore more plen- 
tiful though no choapyr. Flour 
ia SlT.TiO per 100 pounds; bacon, 30 coiits 
per lb. ; sugar, 30 cents; beans, 20 cents; 
wages on Forty-Mile creek were from $8 
to $10 pur day, according to the distance 
from it>8 mouth. 

(.'apt. \V. Moore has built a bouse at 
the hoad of Lynn canal at the point he 
suggeats fur a niiul through a pass to 
Takiiuii Lake. LI is son went down tlie 
river to SI. Miclmola. 

Two moil wore drowned at While lloiso 
Canon in the Yukon in the spring. One 
niiiii was on shore with a rope, while two 
ronmined in the boat. The latter was 
carried away in the current, and upset, 
and its two uccnpaiita drowned. 

Altliougli Mr. Fraaoi- may return to 
Forty-Mile (Jraek in the spring, he cannot 
recommend the Yukoii.ininiiig district aa 
a field for making imon'sy.

— • Hemp BopoH. *■ 

A German paper says a good hemp rope 
is hard, but ptiaut, yeltowtsh or greeuisli, 
Ki-ay in color, with a certain silvery or 
pearly lustre. A dark or blackish color 
indicates that the hemp hassuffered from 
rernieutatlott in tho process of curing, 
and brown spots show that the ro|)e was 
spun while fibres were damp, and Is coii- 
■ieijueiit ly weak and -soft in those places. 

Anaiii, sometliues a rope is made with 
inferior lieuipon the inside, covered with 
yjiriis of goud material, a fiaud, however, 
whirli may be detected by dissecting a 
portion of tho roiie, or, in practiced hands, 
hy its behavior in use. 

Other inferior ropes are made with short 
fibres, or with strands of unei{ual 
strength or unevenly spun, the ropo in 
the li rst ea.sa appearing woolly, on account 
of I lie numher of ends of dbre projecting, 
and in tlie latter case the irregularity of 
manufacture isevident on inspectiuu by 
any good judge.

anUms Trip- The Kosourofs iif tlio 
Far Nortli. 

Mr. R. (i. MoConuell, of tho Dominion 
(Jeological Survey, who left Victoria for 
the north on oflicial biisiness inMay 18.S7, 
registered at the Driard yesterday. He 
had just coniiileted his labors and leaves 
,it once fiU' Ottawa to present his report 
to tho department. .Starting from I'orL 
Wrangle, McCoiniell made a micrometre 
survey of the Stickeen river from the 
mouth up, about 150 iniles. Thenoo he 
crossed to East Lake, whoro caiioe.s wore 
built in which lie ascended Dcase river to 
the Liard. The dosoeiit of the Liard to 
its junction with the Mackenzie at Fort 
Simpson, a distance of about titJI) miles, 
was made very ditlicult and dangerous by 
the succession of rapids which extend for 
a distance of about 600 milos. tho average 
fall being eight to ton feet in the mile. 

l>'roiu the Stickeen an estimate, and no 
iiiatruiuenlal survey, was niaile oi the I d- 
aiice of the ground gone over. 

The mineral prosiicct along the l.iud, 
helow the mouth of the Dease is ici i n- 
coiiraging. The old mining camps are, 
with very few exceptions, deserted and no 
new ones have tjikon their places. 

On AiiguKt 1st, ('87), Mr. McConnell 
coiiiinenced the exploration of tho land in 
Ihe neighborhood of Great .Slave Like, 
Hhich is nioHtly Hat limesloni', Thi' min- 
eral resources are of course ind ill'-reiit, 
hut the supply of petroleum a|ipeai.-, to be 
almost inexhaUKtilile. At some future
